IRISH DEBATE. 


= BETTE! GOVERSNENT POSITION. 


. ” Lendon, October 20.. 
Irish reprisals will be debated in the House of Commons todas, 
in connection with which an urgent Government whip has been 
issued. The feeling is uppermost among numbers of well-informed 
people that the situation in alreland has improved singe August, 
The prominent rebels are now known and the Government's position 
bas been considerably strengthened by the possession of ‘much 
valnable information. : The police forces are now stronger than they 
have ever been. The Sinn Fein leader, Breen. for which there is 
£1,000 reward offered, has fled to Eogland. Meanwhile, a. captured 
document reveals Sinn Fein plans to carry the campaign of murders 
and outrages to Ensland and that they are establishing a special 
gang therefar. 
QIOTION OF CENSURE* REJECTED. 


, London October, 20. 

The House of Commons was crowded when the Labour ALP. 
Mr. Henderson moved a joint Labour, Independent and Liberal 
Voie af censore on the Government for its administration of Ireland 
aad demanding investigation into reprisals by the forces of the 
Mr. Henderson, in a speech, declared chat the military terrorism 
inaugurated in Ireland was totally ogposed to the best traditions of 
the British people acd he cited instances of reprisals. Ha agreed 
that there had been great provocation which the-Baboor Party con- 
derned, but there was also provocation in the ressive polices of 
the Government. : . 

Sir Hamar Greenwood, replying, said information regarding 
most cases of reprisals came from the Headquarters of the Re 
publican Army. He defended the Governmen: forces, and declared 
that the discipline of the Army in Ireland was nnequalled ir any 
country. Bur he admitzed that had been cases of reprisals after the 
brutal murder of policemen, in which he was convinced that tha 
villagers who ccok reprisals were implicated. He mentioned Bal- 
brigman, which: he ceplored becanze it meant = breakin the splendid 
discipline of the police, but is was absurd to compare that case with 
the eastruction of a Belgian town. Sir Hamar Greenwood declared 
that the Governmeat was breaking down the campaign of terrorism 
and murder which was intended to smash the British Empire and 
be foresaw the end of the rule by assassination az no distant date.

There was a hichly organised Propaganda 

Department connected with thé Irish Republican movernent. not 

only in Britain but especially in the United States and certain 

countries in Ecrope. This Department did its utmost, remardiess of 

facts, fo smirck the narae of Britain. The majority of the Britizh 

papers declined to receive this information, bot some British papars 

and = politicians—(cheers}—-accepted it. Sir Hamar Greenwood 

mentioned that ex-Service men were now being recruited for the 

R.LC. st the rate of over 300 weekly. He prosested agninst 

the suggestion that these heroes of yesterday bad become the 
motderers of to-day, ” : 

Sir Hamar Greenwood declared-that the discipline of the Army 

in Ireland was cnequalled anywhere—(Cheers). He painted 


-fout that the murders of Police and Military were practically confin- 


ed to the counties of Clare, Cork, Limerick and Dublin City. The 
Government's policy was based on a balief that the-rvast arajority of 
Trishmen condemned murder and ontrage. Supporting his conten- 
tion thet reprisals were made under great provocation, and against 
re wple who sympathised with or assisted the murderers. Sir Hamar 
Greenwood instanced the morder of five policeman at West Clare 
of whovn four wore killed by expanding bullets and the fifth blown 
to pieces by shotzuns when badIis wounded. He was convinced the 
villagers whose houses were subsequently wrecked by the police acd 
soldiers were sware of the smbush. 

Sir Hsmar Greenwood said the Roman Catholic Church was 
admitted!y impotent to break down the terrorism. Only British 
forces could. The boycott was also bresking down. He depicted 
the agons of the Police and Military during the past two years and 
contended that such rendered reprisals more easily understandable. 
He stated that America was no welcoming Irish emigrants as 
hitherto. owing to her not wishing to swell the total of disturbing 
eloments. . He stated that the whole of Izeland, including Ulster, 
would be searched for arms. ; 

Mr. Asquith denoanced the Balbriggan murders ase foul crime 
calculated to excite the legitimate indignation of the comrades of 
thoss mordered_ 

. Ms. Bonar Law protested against those entrusted with the 
protection of life and propery in Ireland being Liable to heave every 
act.thay didsabmitted to an unfair tribunsl. He declared, amid 
cheers and counter-crios, that the Asquithisn Party edvocated 
surrender tocrime. Tha Government contended that no pescein 
the world could ever ba thus attained and was determined to give 
nothing as a concession to murder. 7 

Mr. Asquith agreed that the Police and Military, when hit, were 
entitled to hit back again and defend themselves within avery 
leg:timate boondary, but the enquiry demanded by Mr. Henderson 
was bacanse of prima fucte evidence thatthe limit bad been axceeded. 

Mr. Bonar Law dwelt on the point of the property destroyed by 
the terrorists being scores of times greater than that envolved in re- 
prisals. The Government did not intend that the forces whereod wa 
depended for security of life and property in roland should intertaia 
any doubt that it wes not backing them. He pointed out that the 
number of reprisals had greatly diminished since the issue of orders 
condemning them. The Government would have an inquiry undur- 

ken fairly by people realising the responsibilities and dangers of 
the position, but not by possible enemies. . oo
